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Scouts Carry on Anti-Pest Project 

This spring, the Mattapoisett Boy Scouts of Troop 
53 embarked on a community service project with the 
building and installation of 10 birdhouses. The goal of 
the project was to benefit the community by providing 
habitat for birds that consume a lot of mosquitos. 

These houses were designed to attract wrens, 
bluebirds, swallows and chickadees, all of which are in 
the top 10 bird species that eat mosquitos. Some wrens eat 
10,000 mosquitos per day! 

The project was inspired by the success of the 
Eagle Scout project along Eel Pond by Troop 53 Eagle 
Scout Murray Copps. Those houses provided a habitat for 
many tree swallows which have been seen flying over the 
pond and going in and out of the houses all spring. 

The scouts started with a tour of those birdhouses 
and an educational session from Murray. Using hand 
tools, the scouts then built the birdhouses from kits that 
were generously donated by Helen Lozoraitis and Paul 
Duffy. On June 10, the boys installed these houses in the 
open field under the powerlines off of Crystal Spring 
Road. 

Troop 53 would like to thank Helen and Paul for 
brainstorming and making this project happen and to 
everyone else who helped along the way. We are looking 
forward to hearing what kinds of birds are using the 
houses and if the neighboring residents report a more 
comfortable summer with fewer mosquitos!

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Gaudet touched on his philosophy: taking history in all 
its many forms, even the difficult bits, and “using it to 

lift people up ... leave them feeling like they want to do 
something good, feel inspired and empowered to help the 
world. This is public history at its finest, using history no 
matter how dark to inspire people to something bigger 
and better.” He said his is a mission-driven spirit. 

With a background that includes curating and 
digitizing collections at Pilgrim Hall, Gaudet sees part of 
his mission to complete that work started by the previous 
curator Jeff Miller. He said there are bundles of letters tied 
with 19" century strings waiting to reveal their long-held 
stories. 

“History has always been the foundation of how 
I view the world around me,” said Gaudet. “I see an 
odd building or a diagonal property line and try to think 
of the reason behind it. Seeing the past in the present, 
understanding its influence in our lives ... I try to remove 
history from behind a velvet rope and live within it, as a 
part of it. I don’t like velvet ropes.” 

Gaudet said that some of the items held by the 
museum may be used for hands-on demonstrations 
or simply to give children the opportunity to carefully 
handle historical items, making history more immediate 
for young minds. 

“I want all of you to be excited about history and 
learn in a hands-on way,” said Gaudet, explaining that 
the museum owns a fully restored, 18" century barn loom 
that could be used for live demonstrations as well as a 
spinning wheel. He called them interactive educational 
experiences waiting to happen. 

Gaudet told the audience as he ended his 
comments, “You are all a part of the story and the history 
of this town just as much as Joseph Meigs, Florence 
Eastman, Axe-handle Bolles or even Seth Mendell. 

“We live and make history every day,” everyday 
history that doesn’t make the news but is still important.

Ancient Loons Still on Lakes 
By George B. Emmons 

The ancient species of the common Loon is one of 
the oldest living creatures on the face of the Earth. They 
go back several billion years in time and are among the 
first amphibious creatures that first crawled up on land 
out of the waters of the sea. By so doing, they became a 
charismatic and beloved symbol of the wild lakes where 
they live now. Today a reproductive pair of Loons require 
at least one-third of a mile across clear and clean waters 
for their healthy aquatic lifestyle. 

As in my illustration, Loons are a familiar bird 
swimming in water partially submerged and propelled 
with churning webbed feet. They cannot stand or walk 
upright on dry land by themselves. In flight, they stretch 
out flat with long neck and bill sticking out ahead of and 
beyond the tail to be streamlined in motion to become 
airborne. From the water, they need a running start of 
several hundred yards to get into the air or they can 
become stranded on a short takeoff failing start. 

The vocal calls of the Loon echo across the placid 
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ensure terror upon the intruding visitor. 

Even more soulful on a dark night is an eerie 
wail to locate a missing mate as the sun goes down. 
Henry David Thoreau at Walden Pond in Concord told 
his friends it was the most unearthly sound he had ever 
heard. 
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The most parental Loons’ habit may be the Loons 
giving a young one a free ride on its back everywhere it 
goes. Like many young birds, Juvenile Loons soon learn 
to become on their own when mom and dad leave them 
behind to head off on migration in autumn. 

Instead of a north-to-south direction, they migrate 
from west to east to spend the winter in the nearby coastal 
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saltwater. Here, they soon lose their summer black-and- a 


white plumage pattern. Once the juveniles settle in the 

coastal ocean, they try to stay there for the next two years. 
Loons are well equipped for their feeding 

submarine maneuvers to catch fish and survive.

Derek Medeiros didn’t have vocational on his 
resume, but he had it in his life, and the opportunity 
to experience that side of public education is a logical 
step for the 43-year-old principal of Rochester Memorial 
School.

“The vocational setting has always been 
intriguing for me because as a kid, our family was 
a product of a vocational student. My dad was an 
electrician,” said Medeiros. “Obviously, I started working 
with him when I was around 12 or 13 years old. I actually 
had ambitions to take over his business.” 

Instead, Medeiros became an eighth-grade math 
teacher at Pulaski School in New Bedford before shifting 
to a larger role as an elementary-math coach, allowing 
him to expand from 90-100 students to work with every 
grade in the building. It was suggested during that career 
that he would make a good fit as an administrator. 

“One of the things that they said was - it’s kind of 
hard to talk about yourself - my wanting to be personable

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with everybody. I was kind of like that as a kid in high 
school. I was the one who was kind of like Switzerland, I 
was friends with everybody,” said Medeiros. “I just tried 
to live my life like that. I love people, I love interaction, 
especially kids. That’s why we do what we do.” 

He realized in his math-coaching role how much 
he enjoyed working with teachers, staff members and 
students, be it a wider group or an individual needing 
to close the gap or for enrichment. “Really, being able to 
use my skills to bring the team together, and I think that’s 
what made us all successful,” he said. 

In 2009, before embarking on the new frontier 
as principal at Rochester Memorial, Medeiros began his 
administrative career with a two-year stint as principal 
at Hathaway (elementary) School in New Bedford. There 
he was introduced to a new level of problem solving, 
curriculum issues, scheduling and discipline. 

The challenge in coming to the Tri-Towns in 
2013 was in his first job outside of his hometown school 
district. After a most-recent move from Rochester, his 
children are about to find out what life is like outside of 
the Tri-Towns in neighboring Fairhaven. 

Medeiros’ inspiration to educate came from his 
life as a student at New Bedford High, where he felt an 
impact from administrators Jeffrey Longo and Joseph 
Oliver. 

“New Bedford High School is a huge school, 
right? ... My graduating class was 980 or something like 
that. ... The personal connections they made with all of us, 
I feel like they knew almost every kid in that building,” he 
said, recalling the intercom slogan, “Live, love and learn.” 

After one year of soccer, Medeiros was a hockey 
kid through and through. 

“The teachers that I had in that building, the 
coaches - I still see Kenny Gouveia all the time and Paul 
Brasells and Shawn Tavares,” he says, recalling sessions 
with fitness trainer Norm Meltzer. 

When driving by NBH with his children in the 
car, he says, “There’s my high school, the best four years 
of my life - obviously, ‘til you guys came along.” 

“Over the years, his focus on student data 
has helped lead the way for strong student outcomes.

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However, what I admire most about his leadership 
is his insistence on ensuring that school is a safe and 
welcoming environment for all students and families,” 
said ORR Superintendent Mike Nelson in a press release 
announcing Medeiros’ departure. 

“Mr. Medeiros will be greatly missed at RMS. 
He is known for his weekly ‘Medeiros Minutes’ through 
which he provides important information for school 
families and the community and always encourages the 
students to take care of each other and our school,” said 
Rochester School Committee Chairperson Sharon Hartley. 

Medeiros will assist Nelson in the summer’s 
transition work, making sure Rochester Memorial School 
is ready for the 2023-24 school year in terms of both 
programming and the facility. His last day at RMS is 
Friday, August 18. 


Remembering Dear Ol’ Dad 
Thoughts on...

Father’s Day is upon us. It comes around once a 
year, dads come around once in a lifetime, so I thought, 
Dear Reader if you will indulge me, Id like to offer up 
some random thoughts about my old man 

Iam now 11 years older than he was when 
he died in his sleep on his day off. He was born in 
Mattapoisett, one of 10 children of a homemaker mother 
and a laborer father. He graduated from the ninth grade 
at Center School. He later drove a truck for a local oil 
company. 

After Pearl Harbor, he joined the Navy and 
was eventually assigned to the battleship Pennsylvania 
stationed in the Aleutian Islands off Alaska. It was cold, 
especially at night when he was on deck patrol. One day 
he spotted a notice on the ship bulletin board looking 
for an experienced barber. He knew it was warm in the 
barber shop, so despite having no experience, he applied 
saying that he owned two barber shops in New Bedford, 
Massachusetts. That lie worked, he got the job. 

He was directed to a chair and tools, which he 
had no idea how to use. He placed the electric sheers 
on the back of the next customer’s neck, an officer, and 
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proceeded to cut a swarth right up the middle of his head 
... sort of a reverse Mohawk. The head barber asked him 
why he lied. Dad said he hated the cold. The head barber 
took pity on him and taught him how to cut hair. A career 
was born. He served as Mattapoisett’s town barber for 
over 30 years. 

He and I, along with my uncles Robbie and 
Marno, would go up to Apperson’s sawmill on Crystal 
Spring Road and collect pine slabs. My grandmother 
heated her house by burning the slabs in a giant potbelly 
stove in the “heater room” and used them in the cooking 
stove in the kitchen. 

There was a rusty, old gasoline-powered mill saw 
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with a blade about 2 feet in diameter set up behind her 
house on Cathaway Lane, where the men would spend 
all day cutting the slabs into stove length. My job was to 
stack the slabs up in rows inside the little barn near the 
house. When we were done, the men would sit around 
and drink Dawson’s beer out of stubby glass bottles, and 
Dad would let me take a swig of beer.

A customer once came into Dad’s barber shop for 
a haircut and asked to take a little off the top. After dad 
was done, the guy complained that he had cut his hair 
too short. Next time the guy came into the shop he told 
my father, “Don’t cut my hair too short this time.” Dad 
took out his scissors and clippers and pretended to cut the 
guy’s hair, not going near his head. When he was “done,” 
the guy looked in the mirror and barked, “You cut my 
hair too short again!” Dad pointed to the floor where 
there was no hair. The guy stormed out and never came 
back. My old man didn’t suffer fools gladly. 


For some unknown reason, my dad acquired a 
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shotgun from one of his customers (probably in trade 
for a couple of haircuts), which he stashed in the back 
bedroom closet. He hadn’t used a gun since the war. My 
uncle convinced him to go deer hunting. For some insane 
reason, he let me go with them. We got up at 2:00 or 
3:00 am to head down to the old Camp Edwards on the 
Cape. It may have been the coldest day of the season. We 
traipsed through the woods for what seemed like hours 
and came home freezing, never seeing a single deer. Dad 
gave the shotgun away and he never went hunting again 
and I never had the desire to. 

Our high school senior play was “Come Away 
Death,” a murder mystery set in a commercial laundry. 
I played a janitor who sculked around the clothes racks 
and laundry bins, leaving the impression to the audience 
that I was the culprit. I was not. After the curtain fell, 
when I came out to take my bow, my father, sitting in the 
center of the auditorium, stood up, arms raised up to the 
ceiling and yelled, “That’s my boy!” while my red-faced 
my mother vigorously tugged at his coat to sit down. The 
audience laughed uproariously, eclipsing my moment in 
the spotlight. I didn’t mind. It was the only event of mine 
he ever attended. I was just glad he was there. 


When I was about 10 or 11 years old, Rocky 
Marciano, the great heavyweight boxing champion, 
was guest speaker at the Lions Club at the old Meiling’s 
Chinese Restaurant. After dinner, before Marciano spoke, 
Dad rushed home to get me so I could meet the champ 
and shake his hand. I didn’t know a boxing ring from 
a circus ring, much less a guy named Marciano. I was 
already in bed, so I declined. I know Dad went back 
disappointed, something I have always regretted. He did 
bring home the Champ’s autograph, which I still have to 
remind me never to disappoint your parents. 

It has been 40 years since my father passed away. 
I still remember his voice.

Two-Day Festival for Arabella Launch 
Mattapoisett Select Board

It’s been a mighty long time since a new wooden 
boat was launched from the historic wharves located 
in Mattapoisett’s harbor, but the long wait is over. On 
Friday, June 16, the Acorn to Arabella boat will arrive in 
Mattapoisett. Food trucks are planned to set up around 
3:00 pm. 

Saturday will find the crew and associated 
volunteers busy with the 10:00 am launch time and 
ceremonial speeches before the christening. If all goes to 
plan, the boat will be launched by 10:30 am. At 11:30 am, 
live music will entertain the public, but tours of the vessel 
will be for major donors and patrons only on Saturday. 
Food trucks will be open from 9:00 am to 5:00 pm. 

Sunday will find the food trucks open by 10:00 
am, and public tours will begin with music at 11:30 am. 
Tours will end at 4:00 pm. There will be a fee to board the 
ship. 

The board also discussed a number of major 
projects still in the cue. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco updated a 
fairly long list that included a meeting planned for June 
27 with PARE, the engineering firm working on Phase 2a 
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of the Mattapoisett multiuse pathway aka, the bike path. 
Lorenco also said that test borings will begin on Long 
Wharf on July 22, a procedure to determine the current 
condition of the wharf’s underpinnings. 

Lorenco said that the 25% engineered drawings 
for Main Street repairs is now in the hands of MassDOT 
for comment. He said comments most likely won’t be 
received for several months. Other roadway-related 
projects noted included the reconstruction of Pearl Street, 
along with another meeting in the coming months with 
MassDOT; this time the topic will be the Route 6 corridor 
and ideas for improvements. 

Regarding grants, Lorenco said that those will 
be sought for building reconstruction at the Holy Ghost 
Grounds in the range of $500,000 and that parking pay 
stations may also be founded with grant monies in the 
future. 

An ATV vehicle considered by both the Fire and 
Police departments as worthy life-safety equipment is 
another item the town is seeking a grant to fund. Filings 
have been made, Lorenco stated. 

Rounding out the projects list, Lorenco added that 
dredging between wharves was still pending, as a viable 
solution for disposing of the spoils had not been found to 
date. This may become another grant request. 

Earlier in the meeting, the board approved 
the sale of several surplus mowers and other obsolete 
equipment and made numerous appointments for a 
wide ranging variety of positions, everything from 
the antiquated sounding “measurer of wood and 
bark” to “fence viewers.” There were, however, many 
more positions the general public could grasp such as 
committee appointments for cemeteries to weights and 
measures. 

While going through the pages of appointments, 
the board took the time to do a bit of committee 
housekeeping by dissolving the Flood Plain Advisory 
Board, the Bike and Pedestrian committee, and the 
Recreation Committee. 

Before adjournment, the board asked the 
public to consider becoming a member of the town’s 
Scholarship Committee. The town has money waiting to 
be distributed to applicants through a process that allows 
taxpayers to donate money through a form attached to 
real estate invoices. Interested parties should contact the 
Select Board office. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, June 27, time to be announced. 


Student’s Effort Garners Support 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The June 12 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was one of the easiest meetings 
this commission has seen in a long time, under 30 
minutes. However, that’s not to say it wasn’t important, 
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especially when given that a student sought assistance. 

Theo Jacobsen, 11'*-grade Advanced Placement 
Biology student at Old Rochester Regional High School, 
came forward seeking guidance on how to secure 
permission for the class to perform invasive-species 
eradication on freshwater ponds on the school grounds. 

Chairman Mike King was delighted, saying that 
the commission owes a responsibility to assist the public. 
He said the commission is “passionate” about aiding the 
community. Jacobsen, whose father John is a commission 
member, was advised to file a Request for Determination 
of Applicability. The commission also voted to pay for the 
posting of the legal advertisement up to $50. 

A Negative Box 2 determination for a RDA filed 
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by Rebecca Fealy, 3 Oliver’s Lane, was rendered for a 
septic repair. 

Certificates of Compliance were approved for 
three requests made by Bart O’Brien for Whitman Homes 
located on Prince Snow Circle, as was a COC for Jessica 
Nicolosi, 5 Perkins Lane. 

New commission member David Nicolosi 
inquired about the process and procedures regarding 
enforcement orders in terms of achieving compliance 
when such matters were briefly discussed at the end of 
the meeting. 

“Without a (wetlands) bylaw, we depend on 
the goodwill of the public,” said King, adding that the 
commission at times has to involve the Massachusetts 
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Department of Environmental Protection to try and gain 
compliance from violators. The commission, he added, 
cannot issue fines. Currently, there are six Enforcement 
Order matters that remain unresolved. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, June 
26, at 6:30 pm. 


SRPEDD Visits to Talk Master Plan 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Rochester’s Zoning of Appeals began its June 
8 meeting with a discussion of forming a bylaw review 
committee but spent the bulk of its time with the senior 
environmental planner for the Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (GRPEDD) 
and Rochester’s Master Plan project manager Rhiannon 
Duggan. 

Board member Richard Cutler said a new bylaw 
review panel should be formed to consist of members of 
the Zoning board to start. Board Chairman David Arancio 
admitted there is currently no bylaw review committee 
but questioned whether such a panel should be simply 
an ad-hoc board of one town panel. Arancio noted the 
Planning Board will take up the subject on June 13, and 
he will talk to the town planner before further action is 
taken. 

When it was Duggan’s turn, she asked the board 
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a series of questions meant to gain their input as to how 
the Zoning panel can help and be helped with the creation 
of anew town Master Plan. 

Her first question was: What takes up most 
of the board’s time at each meeting? Board member 
Davis Sullivan quickly answered that it’s going through 
applications and finding that petitioners have not applied 
for the correct zoning bylaw relief. It’s the wasted time 
that it causes, Arancio agreed. 

To a question about the bylaw needs of the town, 
board member Richard Cutler admitted some people in 
town ignore the bylaws. They seem to want to get caught 
and then seek forgiveness instead of upfront permission. 

Arancio said this question is an opportunity to 
suggest the town Master Plan Committee look at the 
bylaws of other communities, see what is working for 
those communities and tweak them for Rochester. He 
noted this is where the previously discussed plan for a 
new bylaw review committee can be expanded upon. 

Can businesses flourish in town under current 
bylaw conditions? Duggan then asked. Sullivan said a lot 
of businesses in town are home based, which complicates 
the kind of zoning relief the board can grant. Arancio 
noted members are torn between the black-and-white 
of the bylaw and “interpretation.” Sullivan noted, as an 
example, a horse farm that wanted to house 25 animals 
was not allowed to do so in deference to the neighbors, 
until the petitioner’s attorney argued that the law does 
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not allow that restriction. “So now you’ve got angry 
abutters,” Arancio said.

array regulations revised. The ones that have been built 9G: 
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officials respond to those concerns. 

Duggan concluded by explaining the master 
planning will look strongly at what the residents want for 
the development of their town, and an implementation 
plan will be part of this new document. She said, as 
SRPEDD’s consultant on the Master Plan, she will soon be 
scheduling community-engagement meetings for public 
input on the Master Plan update. 

Lastly, the Zoning Board approved a variance 
of the minimum 40-foot front-setback requirement for 
the construction of a new front porch and stairs at 178 
Clapp Road, proposed by Jon and Jacqueline Hartley. The 
petitioners explained they need to be allowed a 33.5-foot 
setback to build a covered entryway on the front of the 
house because they have two small children. The Hartleys 
want their children to be safer and covered from rain 
when waiting for the school bus and other motor vehicle 
rides. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


More Detail Needed from CBD Applicant 
Rochester Planning Board

Rochester’s Planning Board Tuesday considered 
in a public hearing a special permit and site-plan review 
approval application to construct a commercial building 
that will house a recreational-marijuana establishment, 
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Megan’s Organic Market, at 621 County Road. 

The hearing was ultimately continued until the 
panel’s next meeting on June 27 after the applicant’s 
engineering representative, Phil Cordeiro, explained the 
specifics of the building plan, and the board asked for 
more information on those details. 

Cordeiro said his client will ask the board to 
approve two variances regarding the required separation 
of well systems from the business’s stormwater system. 
He said the plan is for a 7,500-square-foot commercial 
building between two residential lots with a 24-foot-wide 
driveway entrance. Traffic flow will send deliveries to the 
western rear of the building and be spacious enough for 
emergency vehicle access as well. 

Water will come from a tie-in to the Town of 
Wareham. Vegetative setbacks of 20 feet will be built 
between the residences as well as a 6-foot-high fence on 
one side. Lighting will have “zero spillage” onto other 
properties and will be controlled by motion sensors. 

Board Chairman Arnold Johnson asked for 
more information on signage and the sightlines that the 
business will have from the abutting homeowners and 
to revisit a past traffic study on the area. Cordeiro said 
he had not yet conducted a sightline test. Johnson said to 
definitely do one and return to the next meeting with a 
mock-up of the intended signage. 

The town’s engineer, Ken Motta of Field 
Engineering, asked how much earth will be removed. 
Cordeiro said earth dug from one part of the parcel will 
basically remain on site. Johnson instructed Motta and 
Cordeiro to work on plan details for the next meeting. 

The meeting began with the board voting in 
favor of an Approval Not Required petition for the Blais 
Family Living Trust property at Clapp Road and Mary’s 
Pond Road, deciding that Planning Board regulations 
and restrictions do not apply. The plan at the address is to 
create two house lots measuring 98,000 square feet each 
out of what was originally three lots. 

After Johnson announced the notices to the 
abutters’ list had gone out too late, the board continued 
until June 27 a hearing into a special permit and site-plan 
review for a plan to construct a building for restoration, 
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detailing and storage of collectible cars at 0 New Bedford 
Road. 

The board also continued to June 27 the public 
hearing into a site-plan-approval application to relocate 
a native tree and perennial nursery from Clarksburg, 
Maryland, to 2.5 acres that will be leased by Jennifer and 
Charles Anderson at 157 Vaughn Hill Road to sell “native 
species.” Board members told the petitioners that the 
drawn plan they submitted lacked details on the parking 
lot, as to a cross section of the hard-top plan and parking 
design. 

The Planning Board’s next regular meeting will 
be held on Tuesday, June 27, at 7:00 pm at Town Hall, 1 
Constitution Way. 


BBC, MRV Address Rochester 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

Brendan Annett of the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
was on hand at Tuesday’s meeting of the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee to clarify aspects of a contingency agreement 
that needs approval from all four MRV member towns 
and as of June 13, had yet to get it from the Town of 
Rochester. 

The Rochester Conservation Commission tabled 
the matter on June 6; its next meeting is set for June 20. 
The Rochester Water Commission was scheduled to meet 
on Wednesday. 

Language regarding conservation restrictions 
inside Rochester’s borders and the Town of Mattapoisett’s 
right to construct four wells concerned members of the 
Rochester ConCom last week, and no vote was taken 
pending further information. 

According to Annett, the conservation restrictions, 
a $6,000,000 project according to Allen Decker of the BBC, 
are coheld by the MRV member towns. The agreement 
would give the Town of Marion 100 acres north of Wolf 
Island Road (90 of which are in Rochester.) 

In addition to explaining that the CR neither 
approves nor permits the digging of wells that 
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would require a variety of other permitting from 
Rochester’s ConCom, the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Planning and other government agencies, 


Annett stressed a larger point at Tuesday’s MRV meeting. 


“The water resource underneath all this land is 
of great value for all the towns’ drinking water in the 
future,” he said. “It’s important to remember this CR is 
about protecting the water resource, not about dividing 
up the water resource.” 

Acknowledging Rochester’s existing water 
agreement with Marion, Annett said it’s “important to 
involve Rochester” in all MRV matters. “This deal’s a 
really big deal that we’ve got to figure out a way to make 
it work.” 
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As Rochester-based engineer and MRV member 
Rick Charon explained, some Rochester ConCom 
members had property issues, and he noted that the 
town’s arrangement with Marion requires a 50% share of 
any water removed from Rochester-based wells. “That's 
going to be the template for any IMA that Rochester has,” 
said Charon. 

Rochester Water Commission Chairman Fred 
Underhill, a former MRV board member, has brought to 
his Select Board’s attention over the past year the town’s 
long-standing frustration with the state’s redistribution of 
(Rochester) water from Quittacas Pond for New Bedford. 
The practice goes back centuries, and Rochester has no 
say in the matter. 

Charon said the issue would be discussed at 
Wednesday’s Rochester Water Commission meeting. MRV 
member Sandy Keese of Rochester plans to attend. 

“I think that’s all the commission wants, for the 
town to be treated fairly,” said Rochester Conservation 
Agent Merilee Kelly. “They may be swayable if they’re 
sure the Town of Rochester will be taken care of.” 

Annett reiterated the value of the agreement to 
Rochester as well as other MRV member towns. “That's 
what this overall project is about,” he said. 

Henri Renauld of the Mattapoisett Water 
Department and MRV plant supervisor noted that 
in order to take water from another community, an 
organization must file special legislation with the state, 
MassDEP and take “many many steps.” He said “people 
are getting a little ahead of themselves.” 

MRV Chairman Vinnie Furtado proposed tabling 
the matter until Rochester sorts out its position. 

Member David Pierce told the committee that he 
worked many years with Underhill, who will do anything 
to work with the other communities. Charon doubled 
down on Pierce’s remarks. 

In other committee / commission business, the 
engineering firm Tata & Howard was voted approval for 
its FY24 Engineering agreements of not more than $35,000 
(Water Supply Protection Advisory Committee) and not 
more than $30,000 (Water District Commission.) 

Representative Jon Gregory told the commission 
that Tata & Howard is seeking an amendment to its FY23 
annual agreement for procurement and other efforts 
related to the Water Treatment Plant upgrade project that 
will be addressed at the July 11 meeting. 

Gregory has secured emergency SRF funding up 
to $1,800,000 for the long-planned filtration project. He 
told the commission he recently met with the MassDEP 
and Clean Water Trust to discuss the funding process. 
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“Things are looking good for the funding,” he Re-Crowned 
said, noting the draft approval certificate and the ability 
to proceed with project-bid advertising that should Re-Flashed 
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opening date of Wednesday, July 12. 
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Renauld presented a total of $89,572.28 in invoices for 
approval to be paid, the most of which was Mattapoisett’s 
quarterly budget of $46,711, along with Tata & Howard 
$31,050 and other large sums for citric acid and Tyvek 
insulation. 

Vinnie Furtado told the commission he had met 
two months ago with Brian Murphy, achieving “a done 
deal” on $25,000 worth of insurance coverage. But he 
did note that with upgrades coming and cyber security 
concerns, the commission may consider increasing that 
investment. 

At the request of the Rochester Planning Board, 
the MRV Committee approved engineer Brian Wallace’s 
plan for a back-lot subdivision at 572 Snipatuit Road, 
Rochester, as MRV representatives found no threat to 
the water supply. Kelly suggested the Rochester Board 
of Health should weigh in on a potential denitrification 
septic system as a stipulation. 

The next meeting of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee and Water District 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, July 11, the 
committee meeting at 3:30 pm and the commission 
following no earlier than 4:00 pm. 


Landfill Solar Has Traction 
Marion Energy Management Committee

According to Marion Energy Management 
Committee member Alanna Nelson, Cape and Vineyard 
Electric Cooperative (CVEC) spoke to the developer of the 
Benson Brook capped landfill solar project, and “things 
are beginning to unlock.” 

After procurement issues extended renegotiation 
of the agreement, it appears they are moving ahead with 
the project, said Nelson during Monday’s public meeting 
of the EMC at the Police Station. 

Committee member Bill Saltonstall referenced 
prior discussions about harnessing some of that power for 
the town’s use, but Nelson believes it is too late for that 
project. The one caveat, should the agreement not work 
out with the developer, is the matter could then be opened 
back up. CVEC, said Nelson, would like to explore other 
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arrangements besides a lease. 

The nonprofit Massachusetts Municipal Wholesale 
Electric Company (MMWEC) provides towns with expertise, 
including analysis of solar options, and CVEC would 
presumably pay for this service as an investment in the 
Benson Brook solar project. 

Saltonstall said, as the town continues to pursue 
power options, he is receiving suggestions from Green 
Communities and in response is sending the state agency 
four years of electric bills and will soon send Eversource 
natural gas bills. 

The question of how Future Generation Wind 
factors in what Marion can and cannot do vis-a-vis solar 
projects depends on information that has been hard to nail 
down. In recent years, the annual amount of power coming 
from Future Generation Wind has fluctuated from 99% 
to 91%, 76% and in 2021 back up to 80%. Saltonstall said 
Marion is waiting on the latest information. Up-to-date 
data is a prerequisite to building the solar project at Benson 
Brook. 

Over at Sippican Elementary School, electric 
power is not coming from the town’s aggregator but from 
a company named Direct Energy Business LLC. Saltonstall 
said its prices are “good,” but the EMC doesn’t know when 
that contract expires. 

There is a question as to whether the Police Station 
may get a solar canopy or solar panels atop its roof, which is 
10 years old. EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev said a roof 
project depends on whether the shingles are built for 10, 20 
or 30 years of service. According to Saltonstall, the Police 
Department has the town’s fourth highest electric bill. 

Ingerslev noted that the planned location of the 
new Department of Public Works operations center has 
been adjusted to catch the maximum sunlight without 
interference from surrounding trees. 

Ingerslev sent proposed bylaw changes to 
Codification Committee Chairman Norm Hills and told 
members he has heard that the town plans to make the 
Codification Committee independent (it was conceived as a 
subcommittee of the Planning Board.) 

Electric vehicles were discussed, including Chief of 
Police Richard Nighelli’s concern over the lack of a charging 
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facility at the station where it concerns the immediate 
future of cruisers. Nelson said that the EMC is looking at 
the Police Department, Washburn Park and Silvershell 
Beach as potential locations for public charging stations 
and is waiting on quotes. 

Ingerslev said any future buildings in Marion 
should be wired up for conversion from natural gas to 
electric. EMC member Eileen Marum said that by 2035, 
all automobiles produced in the United States will be 
electric. She recalled the Planning Board’s vetting of the 
new Travis Roy Student Center at Tabor Academy and 
her unsuccessful attempt to get Tabor to install wiring for 
several charging stations. 

EMC member Tom Friedman said he has received 
feedback that residents would consider electric cars more 
seriously if charging stations were readily available. 
Nelson attended a webinar that Eversource held on public 
charging stations and recommended that Marion puts 
itself on the list as soon as possible. 

“Despite all that we have tried to say and do,” 
it was with disappointment that Ingerslev told the 
committee that the design phase of the new Maritime 
Center is complete and that no further changes can be 
made. 

Since the project’s conception, the committee has 
pounded its fist for opportunities to explain the long-term 
savings of net-zero energy consumption to no avail. The 
EMC has been advised that the Harbormaster Department 
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has applied for the remaining funding necessary to begin 
construction and expects to receive it. 

Saltonstall said that the new DPW, being designed 
by his son Will Saltonstall, is “a simple, inexpensive 
building” with a metal roof capable of bearing the weight 
of solar panels. 

Nelson’s question as to whether the EMC can 
be appropriately represented at the DPW Construction 
Committee meetings brought about a wider conversation 
regarding representation. 

Ingerslev said he has been told that the EMC 
should establish regular representatives to attend 
relevant board meetings. Marum noted that her bid for 
membership of the appointed DPW design committee was 
rejected. She says the gap between the EMC and those on 
the DPW committee is a matter of education. 

“They've got some dinosaurs on those 
committees,” said Marum, adding that the DPW 
committee needs members who are up to date on climate 
change and related concerns. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for Monday, July 
24, at 6:00 pm at the Police Station. 
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year, the Marion School Committee heard an update on 
the two-year School Improvement Plan. 

Principal Marla Sirois said seeing students 
make “such strides during the pandemic and seeing the 
outcomes at the end” was a thrill. Thanking stakeholders, 
Sirois highlighted 21st century and project-based learning, 
noting the recent science fair and many other activities 
and accomplishments. 

Assistant Principal Peter Crisafulli discussed the 
progress of students in various areas, including social- 
emotional skills and camaraderie. 

Sirois thanked School Committee Chairperson 
April Nye for her work on the Character Council and 
expressed appreciation for community partnerships. 

Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of 
Schools Mike Nelson said the two-year plans were 
simultaneously implemented in all three of the Tri-Towns 
with impactful results. 

The committee heard a presentation from 
Assistant Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Dr. 
Shari Fedorowicz regarding the year-long effort to arrive 
at a literacy program curriculum. 

Fedorowicz gave a status update, outlining 
a process that will move from Part 2, writing grants 
and determining core-literacy programs to finalizing 
the choice of programs from the state Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education. The project, guided 
by The Hill for Literacy, included meeting with programs’ 
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publishers for demonstrations and samples, a final round 
of discussions and consultation with other school districts. 

Among those programs gaining enthusiastic 
approval were “IntoReading” by Houghton-Mifflin 
Harcourt and “DIBELS” 8th Edition Early Literacy 
Screener. Fedorowicz said it was the first time that the 
district leadership teams from all three elementary 
districts were in agreement. 

“The rubric was very comprehensive,” she said, 
adding that ORR will continue to work with The Hill on 
rolling the program out. 

The committee voted to approve Marion Institute 
Grow Education, a project-based supplemental set of 
lessons that ties outdoor garden classrooms to State 
Frameworks. Nelson told the committee he does not 
consider the partnership an alteration of curriculum but a 
supplemental addition. 

Upon returning from a 34-minute executive 
session, the committee voted unanimously to approve the 
Memorandum of Agreement (MOU) between the School 
Committee and the Marion Teachers Association that will 
go into effect on September 1, 2023, and expire on August 
31, 2026. 

The committee voted to approve the lease 
renewals of SMEC and Countryside Day Care for the 
2023-24 academic year. Nelson encouraged review of lease 
rates for the future but recommended approval of current 
lease renewals. 
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The committee approved the following donations: 
from Shutterfly $2,055.60 for school pictures in 2019; 
from Volunteers at Sippican Elementary (VASE) the book 
“Fantastic Bureau of Imagination” by Brad Montague; 
from Marion Teachers Association the book “Giant 
Island” by Jane Yolen; from Marion School Sunshine 
Committee the book “When Things Aren’t Going Right, 
Go Left” by Marc Colagiovanni; and from Sirois and 
Crisafulli the books “Wonder Walkers” by Micha Archer 
and “Whoo Hoo! You’re Doing Great!” by Sandra 
Boynton. 

The committee approved a list of materials to be 
withdrawn from the Sippican School Library. April Nye 
pointed out that 18,273 books were checked out during 
the 2022-23 school year. 

A “reorganization” vote resulted in April Nye 
maintaining her seat as chairperson and likewise Nichole 
Daniel as vice chair. 

In her final Chairperson’s Report of the season, 
April Nye emphasized team dynamics in Sippican’s 
successes. “I’m truly grateful for everyone who walks 
through those doors every morning and puts their best 
foot forward. ... We are truly a strong, successful team.” 

In his Central Office Report, Nelson alluded to 
“the great flood of 2023” and expressed appreciation 
for Jones and Leonardo, the first responders and the 
vendors who arrived on the scene to repair damage. He 
was pleased to announce that Sippican’s school year 
would end this week in synch with the other ORR District 
schools. 

Nelson also said information from a survey on 
education modes, including remote education would be 
presented for its consideration. He also wished Davidson 
well. 

Davidson announced that funding has been 
secured, and registration is open for ORR’s Enrichment 
Academy. With that, he thanked the committee and staff 
for their support. 

In her Principal’s Report, Marla Sirois 
summarized numerous highlights and events, including 
concerts undeterred by changing weather.

Master Gardener. Starring Joel Edgerton and Sigourney 
Weaver. Directed by Paul Schrader. Running time: 110 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now available on streaming 
home media. 

There’s an awful lot under the hood in writer- 
director Paul Schrader’s sedate drama Master Gardener. 
There’s no easy way into it, so here we go: A lot of the 
plot scaffolding is just stuff Schrader wants to pick up 
and look at, as though browsing the shelves of an antique 
bookstore. Race? Yes, let’s have that. Redemption? Always 
a winner. Violence? Gotta have a little. Sex? Okay, though 
let’s shoot it as somberly and chastely as possible. Master 
Gardener has been called the last panel of Schrader’s 
“man in a room” or “lonely man” trilogy, following First 
Reformed (2017) and The Card Counter (2021), and in a way 
it’s the happy ending to the (thematically but in no other 
way connected) saga. 

The plot is just Schrader’s way of arriving at a 
clearcut romantic denouement. Does it earn it? It depends 
on whether you feel its protagonist has earned it, or 
whether “earning” is even a relevant concept here. Narvel 
Roth (Joel Edgerton) is a cautious, quiet and conscientious 
horticulturist who maintains the gardens on the estate of 
brittle widow Norma Haverhill (Sigourney Weaver). He 
is also a former white supremacist, slathered with neo- 
Nazi ink that he hasn’t removed, we suspect, because he 
feels he doesn’t deserve being able to disrobe in front of 
anyone except Norma. (Their deal is complicated and 
quietly perverse.) These days Narvel works alongside 
a crew of people of mixed origins, and has no problem 
with them. He wound up gardening almost by accident; 
he turned his former fellow scumbags in, and went into 
witness protection, which turned out to be Gracewood 
Gardens. 

I should say for those expecting something along 
the lines of American History X that Schrader doesn’t care 
that much about the particulars of Narvel’s grotesque 
past life. It’s just something Narvel is trying to block 
out, just as Oscar Isaac in The Card Counter fled from his 
own past as an Abu Ghraib torturer. And it throws a 
wrench into Narvel’s relationship with Maya (Quintessa 
Swindell), Norma’s grandniece, whom Norma wants 
Narvel to take on as an apprentice in the gardens. Instead, 


Narvel and Maya are drawn to each other, though we sort 
of have to take their attraction on faith. (We almost always 
have to, with Schrader. There’s little humor or warmth 
between the two, just shared pain and guilt.) The rest of 
the movie becomes about how their relationship will clear 
the obstacles Schrader tosses in its way. 

After one film that ends on arguably a note of 
sheer fantasy, and another that ends on a guarded note 
of hope, Master Gardener finally works towards a pure 
Hollywood ending — no bleakness, no need for Narvel to 
have that Pickpocket separateness. That Schrader chooses 
a former racist killer to enjoy this happy-ever-after is 
Schrader’s way of poking the culture-war bear this time. 
But like any thorny artist, he loves to disappoint people, 
or, more generously, he wants to give us what he wants, 
not what we want. Do we want this couple to be happy? 
Quintessa Swindell brings some delicacy and grace, and 
Joel Edgerton works earnestly and honorably with what 
he has — the fact is, Narvel isn’t always coherent as a 
character. Schrader may be saying no one is coherent. 

That may be. But that doesn’t mean we aren't 
curious about how someone like Narvel can just shut off a 
lifetime of hate (we’re given bits and pieces of the incident 
that led to his turning on his old racist crew). It does come 
as a relief that the plot has nary a whisper of threat from 
Narvel’s former associates. He visits a case agent, who 
changes from a weary Esai Morales (who’s quite good) 
to a smarmy Rick Cosnett. Mostly, through gardening, he 
“believes in the future.” Master Gardener is compelling in 
that arid, immaculately composed late-Schrader mode, 
and is satisfying on a metaphorical level, but Schrader 
may have miscalculated by making his lonely man such a 
hot button. He’s saying that if even the lowest of the low 
can find redeeming good work and love (through tending 
a garden — very Chance Gardener of him), anyone can.

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articulate questions or concerns. They were charged 
with identifying two priority values and two future 
opportunities to share with the team. 

ORR Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
Operations Howie Barber spoke about ancillary services 
such as tech, food and transportation, seeking feedback 
as to efficiencies and deficiencies. He said that regarding 
tech, ORR advanced from the 1980s in a short time. 

Barber discussed the progress made in building 
security, including identity verification, scanning and in 
the buildings’ overall safety platform. “There are not a lot 
of entries and exits,” he said. 

Systems monitoring activities so that security can 
“know who everyone is.” 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Mike Lorenco, 
in attendance, asked about the cyber-security piece, noting 
that computer-system hacking is growing nationwide. 
Barber said that three years ago, ORR conducted a 
security poll only to be sidetracked by the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

Barber said that while finances used to have a 
simple 2% annual increase, ORR is now looking at all 
enrollment-influenced factors based on a dollar value 
per student. Tech replacement cycles are now built 
into the budget, which has to be able to address a 25% 
replacement of Chromebooks and the like. 

Lorenco said that Capital Planning in Mattapoisett 
has improved, putting items on the committee’s list that 
did not appear in prior years. He offered the ORR District 
help with any issues where the town can be of assistance. 

Barber noted that bonds will be paid up as of June 
2025, so the administration is conducting walk-throughs 
with Facilities Director Gene Jones. 

Sippican Elementary School Principal Marla 
Sirois also participated in the Climate and Culture aspect, 
defining the goal of the team to create as inclusive and 
equitable an education as possible for students and 
families. 

Asked what is new about that, Sirois said surveys 
always yield something about a building’s culture, 
especially as the community evolves and the school gains 
a better understanding as to what the “school community 
needs from us.” 

ORR High School Principal Mike Devoll, who 
attended Monday night's session as well as Tuesday 
afternoon’s, said ORR is focused on communication and 
strengthening community involvement and is working 
with Old Colony Regional Vocational-Technical High 
School on seeking consistent involvement from the 
community to try to bring some uniformity. 

A parent with children in both school systems 
said ORR can improve on its response time to emailed 
questions and in the content of those responses. Canned 
responses from emails, she said, are not cutting it. 

Multiple parents, she explained, have emailed 
about a safety issue in a classroom, answered by a 
response saying safety is our number-one priority.

Mattapoisett Historical Commission 

The Town of Mattapoisett Historical Commission 
is pleased to announce that the Commission has been 
awarded a $15,000.00 Survey and Planning Grant from the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, and a matching 
$15,000.00 Community Preservation Act Grant from 
the Town of Mattapoisett.

From the Files of the 
Rochester Historical Society

Not long ago someone from a local paper asked 
me to explain Rochester’s groups/boards with the word 
“historic” in their names. There are three entities that fit 
that bill. Two of these are town boards and the addition of 
“al” helps to distinguish one from the other. 

The Historic District Commission has as its 
mission maintaining the historic character in Rochester 
Center. They guide those who wish to build in that area to 
blend with the existing buildings. 

The Historical (note the-al) Commission has a 
broader scope. Their goal is to preserve, promote and 
in some instances protect Rochester’s rich history. This 
includes the many homes and public buildings that have 
been here for untold years. To make the public aware of 
these spots, the commission has created an historic plaque 
program. Information about the plaques is available on 
the Historical Commission section of the town website. 
The Commission has been donating plaques to public 
buildings. They can be found around town, including one 
at the entrance to Town Hall. 

In addition to the plaques, the Historical

School each spring to teach various aspects of Rochester 
history. They provide each child with a Rochester history 
color book. Over the last two years, the Historical 
Commission has worked to have a memorial created to 
honor those who fought in the Revolutionary War, as 
none existed in town. With the help of Jeff Eldridgr and 
Peter Foss, the memorial was created and dedicated in 
May. 

Now to the Rochester Historical (another- 
al) Society which owns and maintains the Rochester 
Historical Museum. The Society is independent of the 
town. It is a nonprofit organization and receives no town 
funding. The mission of the Society is similar to that of the 
Historical Commission. However, we preserve more than 
buildings. Our museum is home to many papers, pictures, 
maps and artifacts that tell the story of Rochester.
